THE BRITISH READY TO FIGHT, 


Plenty of Warships to Be Sent to Protect 
| the Sealers. ae 
Orrawa, Ont., Dec. 19.—[Special. ]-—Confi- 
dential, advices from Washington strongly 


confirnt the press utterances that significantly ‘ 
r-seal 


point to a orisis next season in the fu 
controversy. After the rejection by President 
Harrison of the latest British proposal of 
arbitration, the Imperial Government will sus- 
pend further efforts toward asettlement of the 
dispute. By May next a strong force of 
war vessels will be assembled at Esquimault, 
which is the northern station of the Pacific 
fleet, and from this fleet or squadron | vessels 
of the smaller class will be sent into Behring 
Sea with instructions to protect from seizure 
or removal British vessels engaged in sealing 
at distances greater than three miles from the 
seal islands or other parts of Alaska. 

It is not expected that it will be possible to 
prevent single captures being made here and 
there by revenue vessels out of sight or reach 
of the warships, but the first encounter be- 
tween an American and a British cruiser will 
open the way to a final settlement on the lines 
that President Harrison seems about to 
lay down. The naval force to enter 
Behring Sea will be large enough to 
induce the American Government to re- 
frain from interference with our sealing 
vessels, unless the President really desires to 
bring on the crisis that the American press 
is predicting. The official tone here jis firm, 
tranquil, and confident. Our authorities look 
for no ble and for no molestation of 
Canadian sealing vessela next summer. A 
prosperous season is expected by the sealers, 
according to advices from Victoria. 
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DOES IT CONCEAL A BIG JOB 


The Surplus Silver: Purchase Scheme Looks 
Suspicious—Congressional Speculators. 
Wasninetor, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Special.]— 
The air is again filled with silver scandal ru- 
mors. It comes to Washington from Wall 
street, which had the inside news last ses- 
Congressional speculators. 
The Wall street brokers have better chances 
than anybody else of knowing what members 
are in the deals. Today the inquiry has been 
regarding a supposed pool of five Congress- 
men, whose identity the brokers had not yet 
succeeded in uncovering. As long as the 
wretched business of silver tinkering keeps up 
Coagressmen who were on the suspected list 
last summer will continue to be suspected. 
But a list of suspects would foot up a sum in 
addition. equal to a good many fives. The 
basis of the present silver gamble is under- 
stood to be the proposition in the caucus bill 
to buy up 12,000,000 ounces, the supposed sur- 
plus supply, within the next twelve months. 
Before the bill got far along it would prob- 
‘ably be shown that the surplus is at least 20,- 
000,000 ounces, and to carry out the purposes 
of the act it would be necessary to amend it 
30 that the full surplus should be bought up. 
How much the Western mine-owners are hold- 
ing back and how much is coming across the 
border from Mexico can only be guessed at. 
The calculation of 12,000,000 ounces surplus is 
based almost entirely on what is in sight in 
New York. But whatever the amount the 
proposition to buy it up gives renewed stimu- 
lus to the silver gamblers. | 
Another element in the situation is a polit- 
ical one. The Republicans, being in majority 
in Congress, are properly charged with the re- 
sponsibility for legislation. An effortis there- 
fore made to show that the speculating Con- 
gressmen must be of that political taith. This 
is not true. Last session the members whose 
names were so freely bandied about were 
about equally divided between the two par- 
ties, though in the Senate the preponderance 
was slightly Democratic. This winter it hap- 
pens that the minority is able to determine 
the course of speculation. The other day 
Calvin S. Brice, Senator-elect from Ohio, ex- 
Secretary Whitney, and Daniel Lamont came 
over to Washington. It was given out that 


their mission was to hold the Democrats in 


Congress back from the free-coinage folly. 
This was praiseworthy and they took no pains 
to conceal it. | 

Now, however, it seems that their patriotic 
purpose has been misunderstood in Wall 
street. If insiders can have straight pointers 


that a given number of Democrats in Con- 


gress will refrain from pushing free coinage 
this session they can bet on the course of 
silver certificates almost to a certainty. Free 
coinage is morally certain to meet with a veto 
from the President, and this veto would carry 
with it the defeat of all financial legislation. 
The Belmont syndicate and the other holders 
of the silver bullion would therefore find 
themselves at the end of the session still 
carrying their tremendous supply of silver. 
But if the conglomerate caucus bill should be 
allowed to pass without a free coinage attach- 
ment the surplus silver would be taken care 
of and they could unload on the Government. 

The President, in his anxiety to relieve the 
real or fancied financial distress, would prob- 
ably sign the measure because he considered 
its other features beneficial. So whatever in- 
formation Mr. Brice and his associates can 
get regarding the probable action of their 
party may prove worth its weight in silver 
bullion certificates to those lucky enough to 
be let in. 3 | 

As to the caucus bill there is no immediate 
prospect of its passing through the Senate, let 
alone the House. Chairman Morrill and Sen- 
ators Sherman and Hiscock of the Finance 
Committee have reserved the right to supple- 
ment it by amendments or to op- 
pose portions of it. This destroys 
any binding force it might have as 
party legislation. But as if this were not 
enough the extreme silver Senators scout 
the idea that in order to secure the enactment 
of the compromise legislation they must agree 
not to vote for any free eoinage bill this ses- 
sion. Mr. Teller might be willing not to vote 
for a free coinage amendment to the bill, but 
if a separate measure for free coinage were to 
come up a week later he does not recognize 
any obligation not to support it. Senator 
Stewart declares the conmoromise bill) an un- 
satisfactory one, and says it will only increase 
speculation,. and regardless of the pee of 
his Republican colleagues will vote for free 
coinage whenever he chooses, and so it goes.

* CAGOAN BROUGHT TO A CLOSE, 


He Expires at the Residence of His Niece 
in New York, Where He Has Been Vis- 
iting for Some Time—Sketch of His Life 
~Erastus Wiman Thinks the Tory vie- 
tory in Canada a Serious Blow to Reci- 
procity—Fight Over a $1,000,000. Estate

New Yorx, Dec. 19.—[{Special.]—Edwin 
H. Sheldon, one of Chicago's leading citizens, 
died in this city yesterday at the home of his 
hiece, Miss Caroline Ogden Jones, where he 
has been stopping for several months. Mr. 
Sheldon had been in failing health. for 
about two years. Last summer he came from 
Chicago to visit at Newport with his niece, 
and had since remained at her home here. He 
was senior member of the firm of Ogden, 
Sheldon & Co. of Chicago. the largest real-es- 
tate firm in the United States; President of 
the Chicago Dock and Canal company, and 
prominently . identified with divers other en- 
terprises of a similar character. 

Since the death, of Mayor Ogden of Chi- 
cago the management of the $20,000,009 of 
the Ogden estate had devolved largely upon 
Mr. Sheldon. as 

{Edwin Holmes Sheldon was one of the pioneers 
of Chicago, having come here in 1846, and from 
that time until about a year ago,when his health 
began to fail, he was one of the leading business 
men in the city. 

Mr. Sheldon was born in Woodstock, N. Y., Dec. 
24, 1821. At the age of 3 years he went with his 
parents to Delhi, N. ¥. In 1843 he removed to

He was appointed a member of the School Board 
by Mayor Medill, holding the position three 
years. In 1874 he was appointed to the commie 
sion which effected the exchange between the 
City and National Government of the old bride- 
well lot for the lot whereon the First National 
Bank now stands. Gov. Cullom appointed him 
on the Board of Trustees for the Northern Asylum 
for the Insane of Illinois in 1875, and he was Pres- 
ident of the Chicago Dock and Canal company 
from 1874 to 1887. : 

His wife died June 20, 1870. The surviving 
members of his family are Mrs. William Fitzhugh 
Whitehouse of New York and a son, who is a 
member of the firm of Ogden, Sheldon & Co. of 
this city. f 

At the time of his death he was executor and 
trustee of the estate of the late William B. Ogden, 
the value of which is estimated at $20,000,000.

SETBACK FOR RECIPROCITY, 


Erastus Wiman Discusses the Tory Victory . 


in South Victoria, Ont. ? 
New York, Dec. 19.—[Special.|—Mr. Eras- 
tus Wiman, in an interview regarding the de- 
feat of the reciprocity candidate at the par- 
liamentary election held in South Victoria, 

Ont., yesterday, spoke as follows: 7 

„This defeat is a blow between the eyes fo 
the cause of reciprocity between the United 
States and Canada. The question of trade 
with the United States was the . pivotal point 
upon which the whole contest turned. Both 


Tories and Liberals had made up their minds 


to regard the result of this contest as an in- 
dication of what might be the outcome of the 
general election which is to be held next year. 
The cause of defeat, however, will be found 
in the fact that there has not been the slight- 
est indication on the part of the United States 
Congress towards encouraging reciprocal ar- 
rangements. The last and only official utter- 
ance of Congress is the McKinley bill, the 
agricultural section of which the Canadians 
regard asaslap in the face, and no people 
are less likely to sue for mercy than the self- 
assertive, ultra-loyal Canadian. 

If Congress would pass the resolution 
recommended by its Committee of Foreign 
Affairs through its Chairman, Mr. Hitt of 
Illinois, the terms ot which are in no degree 
more far-reaching than the invitation already 
extended to Southern nationalities, the whole 
aspect of the reciprocity question in Canada 
would change. There is beyond all question 
a majority of the people favorable to the 
most intimate relations with the United 
States, but so long as a frowning face is 
turned toward Canada just so long will the 
chances of success for reciprocal advances be 
postponed. The general parliamentary elec- 
tion which takes place next year will de- 
termine whether the friends or enemies of 
the United States shall shape the destiny 
of half the continent in the next fifty 
years, and the failure by Congress 
to pass the resolution recommended by its 
Committee on Foreign Affairs will have the 
result of maintaining the barrier along the 
Northern portion of the Union against which 
the international commerce of the country 
breaks like a huge wave and rolls back upon 
itself. If on the contrary the Hitt-Sherman 
resolution is passed the markets of the United 
States products will extend as far North as 
human life exists.“ 

According to the Washington correspondent 
of the Commercial Bulletin, the chances of the 
resolution above referred to by Mr. Wiman 
rest entirely with Speaker Reed, in whose 
power it is to give the Committee of Foreign 
Affairs the recognition necessary to permit it 
to get before the House the recommendations 
regarding the Canadian question. 


FIGHT OVER A $3,000,000 ESTATE. 


A Hitherto Unheard-of Heir Claims Part of 
Cornelius Donnelon’s Fortune. 

New York, Dec. 19.—[Special.]—A suit was 
brought in the Brooklyn City Court yesterday 
by Mrs. Mary Flannery for the possession as 
an heir to an estate alleged to be worth 
$3,000,000. The peculiar feature of the suit is 
that the parties sued assert that the estate in 
question is not worth $1,000,000 nor anything 
like that amount, and that the claim in ques- 
tion is absurd. 

Another odd feature of the suitis that the 


. claimant, Mrs. Mary Flannery, says she is the 


daughter of the late Cornelius Donnelon, a 
well-known builder, but that she has not been 
recognized by her relatives. The family as- 
sert that she is no relative whatever and they 


never heard of her until the suit was brought. 
Mrs, Flannery, who is a matron of 49 years, 


is the wife of Patrick Flannery, an active 
Democratic politician and a resident of Corn- 
wall-on-the-Hudson. She was married at the 
age of 16. While looking over the papers a 
few months ago she read the death notice of 
the builder, who, she claims, was her father. 
He died May 16 last. 3

A Wharf at Halifax Collapses, Causing Loss 
of Life, 

Harrrax, N. S., Dec. 19.—[Special. Seven 
men were drowned at 10 o’clock tonight by 
the collapse of a wharf upon -which 2,000 tons 
of coal were being stored. The cargo of the 
steamer Oak Dean, chartered by Cunard &

Nice, Fat Offices, the Salaries of Which Are 
Elastic, Depending Upon the Industry 
of the Incumbents and Their Acquaint- 
ance with Folks Who Sell Things on 
Time and Others Who Lend Money to 
the Poor and Needy. 

The Judges of the, Superior, Circuit, Probate, 
and County Courts of Cook County will meet 
early next month for the purpose of recom- 
mending to Gov. Fifer the names of nineteen 
gentlemen deemed worthy of the office of 


| Justice of the Peace of the City of Chicago. 


Seven of these will come from the West Side, 
seven from the South, and five from the North. 
The term of office is fixed by law at four years 
and applications are in order. | 
This work has always been deferred until 
the Legislature had run along sixty or ninety 
days, but the Judges of the courts are being 
bothered by seekers for the office and they 
must do something and that quickly. Ord- 
narily each Judge selects his man for Justice 
of the Peace and the slate as thus made up 
goes to the Governor without any friction. 
Within the last few years the County Judge 
has been given representation in the premises, 
and as the matter now stands there are twenty 
Judges and nineteen Justices of the Peace— 
more pigs than holes—so somebody is going to 
be left. The candidates, and there are a great 
many of them, are thrashing around after in- 
dorsements, and the result of the judicial 
caucus will be awaited with much interest. 
The Legislature this winter will take some 
action relative to a proposed increase in the 
number of Justices of the Peace owing to the 
workings of the Annexation law. ‘This statute 
declared the Justices-in the annexed ‘towns were 
to hold for the full terms for which they were 
elected, and after that they were to be chosen 
by the Judges. There is a diversity of opinion 
as to the best course to be pursued. Some 
legislators favor the annexation of the towns 
to the proper judicial circuits, the North, 
South, and West Sides, to which they are con- 
nected geographically. Othem think each 
town should be made a judicial circuit of its 
own. with its own Justices. This question is 
sure to come up in the Legislature, and there 
will certainly be an interésting fight over it. 
No Qualifications Needed. 

The office of Justice of the Peace in Chicago 
is, in the vernacular of that portion of Clark 
street lying between Madison and Waghing- 
ton, a very soft graft, and any gentleman on 
the shady side of 40, with little or nothing to 
do, can well afford to apply for the job. A 
voice is no longer a requisite to the success of 
a comic-opera singer, and by parity of reason- 
ing let no applicant for a Justice Court be de- 
terred by the fact that he is ignorant of the 
law. His ignorance of Haines’ Treatise may 
be his strength and ultimate salvation. There 
are so many instances of the truth of this as- 
sertion among the Judges of the sawdust ’”’ 
courts that proof thereof is not neeessary. 
The amount of the stipend, or as Sir William 
Blackstone denominates it, the pernition of 
the rents and profits, of a Chicago Justice 
depends upon his bailiwick and clientele. 
For example: A North-Sider, if Te attends 
strictly:to his ps and qs and does not get tangled 
up with collecting agencies, for they are the 
‘“‘dopfish’’ in the justice-shop business, can 
get away with $5,000 or $6,000 a year, and have 
a nice warm office for winter. The West- 
Sider in old times could not grab off more 
than $3,000 or $4,000 a year to save him, but the 
establishment of the partial payment ana 
chattel mortgage businesses has made these 
offices little less than diminutive mints. 
Eight thousand dollars a year is about enough 
for some of them, and the stream of silver coin 
that pours into their pockets is much after the 
fashion of Mr. Tennyson’s brook. Until re- 
cently the Justices exacted the legal fee for 
the recognizance and recording of chattel 
mortgages—to wit, a half-dollar for 
each and every one. This half is 
usually collected by the grantee named in the 
instrument at the time of its execution; and 
theJustices rendered monthly bills therefor to 
the aforesaid grantees, generally money-loan- 
ers and storekeepers. Some of the stores 
connected with the Justice-shops with an elec- 
tric bell attachment, and whenever the bell 
rang the Justice would know, to quote an in- 
elegant expression frequently used by Judge 
Murphy of the Court-House, there was a rat 
in the trap. Then the court would take a 
recess, and, slipping down-stairs, make another 
half for himself. Any Justice will stop the 
trial of any suit, criminal or civil, to acknowl- 
edge a mortgage. 

Cut Rates for Cut-Throat Mortgages. 

In the course of time the chattel- mortgage 
business grew amazingly, so much so, in fact, 
that some Justices over on the West Sidethad 
toemploy additional help to keep up their 
records. There is a Justice over there by the 
name of La Buy, and Mr. La Buy was 
made a Justice because the laboring people 
are said to have demanded his appointment at 
the hands of the Judges. Mr. La Buy did not 
approve of the idea of collecting a half a dol- 
lar for each and every acknowledgment of a 
mortgage, · because it distressed the poor folks. 
So he said that, from and after a given date, 
he would acknowledge mortgages at 25 cents 
each, and he would continue in so doing, even 
if the heavens dropped. There was great con- 
sternation among the other West Side Justices 
when Judge La Buy made the cut-rate. They 
considered his action as highly impolitic and 
altogether unjudicial, and they agreed that, 
come what may, they would uphold the dignity 
of the bench and follow the dictates of the law 
and the high protective tariff. It came to pass 
in the natural order of events that Judge La 
Buy got a monopoly of the chattel-mortgage 
business. The increase in his revenue was 
simply marvelous, and instead of losing 
money by the sweeping reduction he had made 
he is said to have doubled his receipts. He 
got the whole shooting-match by the heels, so 
to speak, and when it was too late, 
and La Buy was on top, the other Justices 
came to time and met the cut. The average 
West Side Justice will gather in $7,000 or 
$8,000 a year if he is at all industrious and 

of business sagacity. . 
Charley White, who went from a clerkship 


in the City Treasurer’s office to the bench and 


holds on like a good fellow, has a great busi- 


ness, and so has Jim Doyle. Judge Scully 


has been on the bench pretty much all his 
days, ever since he came in from McHenry 
County, a young man, Administrations may 
come and Administrations may go, but Judge 
Scully is there all the same. He is as desti- 
tute of political affiliation or predilection as— 
well, Uncle Phil Hoyne. (4 

The South Side Justices are bloated aristo- 
crats, so to speak. They can make $10,000 a 
year easy. Tommy Bradwell gets the biggest 
end of the chattel-mortgage acknowledg- 
ments, etc., the other Justices not caring to 
cater for this trade. Any Judge will acknowl- 
edge your mortgage and gather in your half- 
dollar, but it’s done in a perfunctory, matter 
of course way. | 

Get a Police Judgeship if You Can. 

Eight of the nineteen Justices of the Peace 
act as police and examming magistrates. 
They are appointed by the Mayor and con- 


firmed by the Common Council, Three of 


these are on the South Side, four on the West, 
and one on the North, and every one of them 
receives from the city an annual salary of 
$2,500. A Police Court Judge gets a doilar, 
„iron or paper.“ for each recognizance he 


takes while his court is not in actual session. 


A South Side Justice has made a hundred 
dollars or more in a single night when gam- 


‘ bling-houses were raided. The recognizance 


money will, it is said, average $400 a month, 
but no proof of this assertion can be offered 
because Justices do not, like newspapers, kee» 
books open to the inspection of the public. 

It is not to be wondered at there are so many 


who like to hold office knowa good thing 
when they see it. Constables Marshall and

SETBACK FOR THE IMPORTERS. 


Not Likely to Get More Time in Which to 
Pay Duties on Goods in Bond. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Special. ]—it 
looks doubtful whether any act will be passed 
to extend the time of the payment of duties 
on goods in bonded warehouses, imported un- 
der the old Tariff law. The Ways and Means 
Committee unanimously agreed to revom- 
mend an extension until June 30, 1891, but 
neither Republicans nor Democrats of the 
committee care much about the matter. 
There is a feeling that the importers aave 
played a sort of confidence game on the 
banks anyway and that the former, hav- 
ing profited heavily by the enactment 
of the McKinley act, are rushing things a lit- 
tle too much to come here so soon and de- 
mand of Congress that the law be changed to 
suit them. Still the proposed extension is 
favered by many members of. the House as a 
means of preventing the withdrawal of so 
large an amount of money from circulation 
to pay what is due to the Government, and if 


the Democrats would consent to forgo their 


purpose of talking several hours on the reso- 
lution Mr, McKinley is willing to put it on its 
passage at any time. McMillin of Ten- 
nessee, Wilson of West Virginia, Dock- 
ery of Missouri, and other influential 
Democrats say the House would probably

SENATE RULES REMAIN UNCHANGED. 


The Committee on Rules Failed to Get To- 
gether to Discuss Changes. 

Wasutnaton, D. C., Dec. 19.—The Commit- 
tee on Rules of the Senate did not get to- 
gether today to consider the caucus proposi- 
tion to change the rules for the establishment 
of the previous question. Mr. Aldrich was 
late getting to the Captol and Mr. Sherman 
went away early. Senator Ingalls said that 
he would attend a meeting of the committee, 
but he would not pleage himself to vote to 
report the resolution to change the rules. 
Under the conditions it would have 
been sure that the will of the caucus 
would be carried out.

TO AVENGE BULL’S DEATH 


THE DEAD CHIEF’S BAND DECIDE TO 


They Hold a Council and Conclude That 
Blood Must Flow—A Lively Exchange 
of Bullets Between the Soldiers and the 
Redskins Near Rapid City—A Corporal's 
Story of the Battle on Grand River— 
Kickapoos Commence to Dance, 


Pierre, S. D., Dec. 19.—[Special. ]}—Definite 
information is received here of the where- 
abouts of Sitting Bull's renegade band. George 
Morris, who keeps a store at Cheyenne City, 
near Big Foot’s camp, came to Fort Pierre 
last night, and gave some startling news re- 
garding the Indian situation near the mouth 
of the Cherry Creek. Mr. Morris says Wednes- 
day evening over 100 well-armed bucks from 
Sitting Bull’s camp arrived at Cherry Creek 
en route for the Bad Lands, and that they 
stopped and held a war council with 200 un- 
easy Indians who had congregated near the 

that suddenly the. council broke 
up, whole band having decided 
in the council to avenge Bull’s death. 
About this time Narcisse Narcelle, a haif- 
breed, notified the settlers of Cheyenne City 
of the situation. Mr. Morris says twenty shots 
were fired by Indian police and hostiles near 
there and is confident a battle took place, but 
can give no further particulars, as he aban- 
doned his goods and fled, with all the settlers, 
in the dark, accompanied by several friendly 
Indian families, to Fort Bennett and this 
city. 
Kaprp Crrr, S. D., Dec 19.—Four hundred 
men of the S@renteenth Infantry, from Fort 
Russell disembarked here and ‘at other points 
on the Elkhorn railway last night anc took up 
their line of march for Gen. Carr’s camp at 
the junction of Rapid Creek and Cheyenne 
River. Gen. Miles has concentrated at that 
point the Eighth and Sixth Cavalry, Seven- 
teenth Infantry, scouts, and artillery, making 


a fighting force of about 1,200 effective men. 


There is a large encampment of hostiles in 
what is called the Grass Basin in the Bad 
Lands, about ten miles southeast of Carr’s 
camp, from which thieving forages have been 
made on the ranchers. iles is making dis- 
positions to guard every pass and outlet from 
the camp and has issued orders for the cavalry 
to scout and intercept Sitting Bull’s followers, 
who are supposed to be en route to join these 
hostiles. 

Camp Carr, on CHN Rrvrnn, S. D., Dec. 
19.—John Farnham, who has been in the em- 
ploy of the Government as a scout, was today 
placed under arrest by order of Gen. —

ham is suspected of giving information con- 
cerning the movements of the troops along the 
Cheyenne River to the hostiles. Faraham is 
asquaw man and is married to an Ogallala 
The troops at this camp are ready for 
a forward movement as soon as orders are 
received, and if given permission will have 
no difficulty in penetratin 
stronghold, Dr. McGillicuddy, John R. Bren- 
nan, and Americus Thompson went to within 
two or three miles of the Indian camp in 
the Bad Lands and found several easy routes in 
and out of the so-called impregnable strong- 
hold. The Indians today have been 8 the 
grass in the basin north of the White River 
Slope, and it is thought to be a signal to Sitting 
Bull's wartiors. Andéther battery of Hotch- 
kiss guns was received at the camp today. 
Forty Cheyenne scouts are expected to arrive 
tomorrow. : 


HAD A SKIRMISH WITH HOSTILES, 


Lively Exchange of Bullets Between Red- 
skins and Soldiers. 

Denver, Colo., Ded. 19.—A special from 
Camp Cheyenne River, by courier. to. Rapid 
City, says: 

One might say that the conflict with the 
hostile Sioux had already begun. From 
twenty to thifty ranchers rode and drove into 
camp today, all heavily armed, and all agree 
that the Indians are augmenting their forces 
and growing bolder hourly. It was ascér- 
tained early this morning that the deserted 
ranch and outlying buildings of a 
man named Wilson were burned to 
the ground last night, having first 
been looted. M. H. Day, aide-de-camp 
to Gov. Mellette, rode in with four other gen- 
tlemen from his ranch today. Mr. Day re- 
ports that besides the seventy tepees, which 
contain about 350 hostiles, which are located 
in a draw between Battle and Spring Creeks, 
he saw another band further down the 
Cheyenne River. He could not count the 
number, but thinks they will number at least 
300. He estimates that they had 1,000 head of 
ponies and a 'arge numoer of cattle with them, 
most of which had been stolen, 

Early this morning Gen. Carr sent Capt. 
Stanton of the Sixth Cavalry with his troops, 
numbering about sixty men, to scout and look 
around for Indians in the Bad Lands, 

Three heliograph stations had been estab- 
lished—one in camp, one up on the top of the 
high bluffs, and one which had followed up as 
nearly as practicable Capt. Stanton’s com- 
mand. About 2o0’clock p. m. a soldier was 
seen coming down the bluff, putting his horse 
to a full gallop, and immediately the helio- 


graph lines commenced working. The rider 


crossed the river and reported to Gen. Carr 
that Capt. Stanton was in an engagement with 
the Indians, Gen. Carr gave orders for Lieut. 
Scott and Troop D to go to his assistance. 
Within a few minutes the troops were charg- 
ing up the bluff to the scene of action. The 
soldier’s horse, upon his dismounting, dropped 
dead, having been ridden so hard forsuch along 
distance. Other troops were immediately 
placed in marching order, and were held in 
readin@ss to march at a moment’s notice. Two 
hours passed, news being transmitted by the 


heliograph. Sometime later Capt. Stanton 


and the other troops returned, whereupon, 
being interviewed, it was learned that some 
time after noon he noticed a large party of 
Indians with a herd of ponies coming from 
the east and heading for the Bad Lands. He 
immediately gave chase, and after running 
some miles gradually came u 
Indians, who commeneegd firing, but their bul- 
lets went wide of the mark. Shots were ex- 
changed quite lively for some time, when the 
Indians approached and made for a creek 
called Wounded Knee. They went down this 
creek and into the brakes, up a deep draw, 
and were lost to view in the Bad Lands. 
Capt. Stanton followed them for some time, 
but, fearing an ambush, withdrew his troo 
and returned to camp. Most of the 
ponies, upon hearing the firing, stampeded 
and were lost to the Indians, but it is 
thought they will try and regain their stock in 
large numbers. Tomorrow Gen. Carr will 

ain send out a large force to look for them. 
Tonight there will be posted on each of the 
adjoining bluffs some hundred pickets, and no 
fires will be lightedin camp. The signal of 
attack will be a rifle shot. The troops are all 
holding themselves in readiness. ut ig ex- 
owe that an engagement will occur at day- 
ight in the morning between the hostiles and 
the pickets. Everybédy in camp is on the 
tip-toe of expectation. 


BURIAL OF BULL HEAD, 


The Indian Policeman Laid to Rest at Fort 
Yates—Ghost-Dancers Come In. 

Fort Yates, N. D., Dec, 19.—Bull Head’s 
body was buried at 4 o’cléck this afternoon 
with the same honors that were given his dead 
comrades Wednesday. His widow stood with 
his father and brother at the head of the 
grave. This poor woman was at the Cannon 
Ball River on a visit when she learned from a 
runner that her husband had been killed in ar- 
resting Sitting Bull: She started at once on 


foot to find him, and walked eighty miles 


without a rest, falling in a faint when ad- 
mitted to her husband’s room, which she 
reached before his death. 

More than forty of Sitting Bull’s band have 
come in and reported to the agent and are 
now in camp close 1 The rest are reported 
— couriers sent out the nt to be south 
of the reservation in neighborhood of the 
Moreau River. Sitting Bull’s wives and 
daughters are in their tepees at the agency un- 
der the charge of Policeman Gray Eagle.

WHAT CAUSES INDIAN TROUBLES? 


Senator Manderson Asks the Senate to 
Make an Investigation. 

Wasntraton, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Special.]— 
Senator Manderson thinks the country ought 
to know more than it does about the Indian 
troubles which so frequently disturb the peace 
of the West. Today he started a Senatorial 
investigation which will find out a good many 
things before the Fifty-second Congress com- 
inences operations. The resolution provides 
that the Committee on Indian Affairs or a sub- 
committee thereof shall inquire into the con-

dition of the Indian tribes in the States of 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, and 
elsewhere, the causes leading to the occupa- 
tion of the Indian reservations by United 
States troops, and whether the treaties with 
said Indians have been fulfilled. The com- 
mittee is also required to investigate fully the 
facts concerning the arms and munitions of 
war in the session of the Indians, and what 
steps, legislative and executive, are needed to 
disarm them and prevent the supply of such 
armament hereafter;;whether the care and 
control of Indians living in the tribal relations 
should be transferred to any other depart- 
ment of the Government and to report to the 
Senate by bill or otherwise. The customary 
powers are granted to the cominittee. 

Senator Manderson favors the disarmament 
of the Indians. Such an investigation,“ 
said he to a reporter, is absolutely necessary. 
Even here in the Senate opinion is sharply 
divided as to the causes which brought about 
the present disturbances in South Dakota. 
Especially does it seem to be necessary that 
something be done to prevent the sale of 
arms and ammunition to Indians. Those 
bucks have the best quality of Winchester 
rifles and an apparently limitless supply of 
ammunition. The only use they can put 
these things to is the killing of white men or 
white men’s cattle. There is no game to 
shoot that calls for long-range rifles, and the 
Government should immediately take steps 
for a general disarmament of the Indians.“ 


SAYS SITTING BULL WAS SCALPED. 


A Corporal’s Story of the Battle on Grand 
River. 

Bismarck, N. D., Dec. 19.—[Special. ]—Cor- 
poral Gunn of Troop G, Eighth Cavalry, who 
was in from Fort Yates today on a furlough, 
gave a story of Sitting Bull’s death which 
differs widely from any reports yet sent out. 

Bull Head, Lieutenant of the Indian Po- 
lice,” he said, “ came to Sitting Bull’s house 
with a warrant for his arrest. No one but the 
old chief and two sons were thero. Sitting 
Bull opened the door, and his son seeing the 
house surrounded by police gave a cry of 
alarm.

A Doubt as to Whether They Were Buried 
or Carved Up. 

—It is 
learned tonight from a gentleman just in 
from the Standing Rock Agency that Sitting 
Bull’s body, when brought in from Grand 
River, was taken to the military hospital to be 
dissected. The Indjans at the agency, the 
police and friendly Indians, would have noth- 
ing to do with the remains. It is said the 
morning they were to be buried a couple of 
soldiers took the box supposed to contain the 
remains and dumped it in an isolated grave 
away from the graves of other Indians and a 
guard placed around it. It is an open secret 
that really the box did not contain the remains 
and that the guard was put on the grave as a 
blind. It is believed Sittimg Bull’s body is now 
in the dissecting-room, amd that in time the 
skeleton will turn up either in the Government 
museum or some other place. 


Says the Indians Are Starved to Death. 


WasHincton, D. C., Dee. 19.—Dr. T. A. Bland 


of the Indian Defense Association has re- 
ceived a letter dated Dec. 10 from the 
Indian chief Red Clond, at the Pine Ridge 
Indian Agency, concerning various matters 
there. Thechief complains of the Government 
rations being cut down more and more every year, 
and says that former delinquencies have not been 
made good. The last two seasons were so dr 
that the Indians could raise little or nothing, an 
the rations were so scant they were obliged to kill 
their own cattle to keep from starving to death. 
In consequence of these hard times many became 
sick from the want of a proper quantity of food 
and 217 have died from starvation since the fall of 
last year.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


Bulls and Bears Both Waiting for Some- 
thing to Turn Up. 

New Yorx, Dec. 19.—[Special.]—Share 
speculation continues in a very narrow and 
waiting condition. In fact the general dispo- 
sition of the street is to defer activity 
until after Jan. 1, when it is expected that not 
only will the money market and the business 
situation return to normal condition, but 
that proposed Congressional action on the cur- 
reney and National finances will be decided 


on and enacted, and the proposed agreement 


among the railroads of the West ratified and 
carried into effect. Meantime. however, the 
market is left in the hands ot the traders on 
the floor of the exchange, i 

The principal activity of the week was in 
the Grangers and coal stocks. Lackawanna, 
in fact, was one of the most prominent stocks, 
and was quite strong. Arise in Pacific Mail 
from 30 to over 34 was one of the features, and 
there was considerable trading in Union Pa- 
cific. Atchison was weak at one time on ru- 
mors of unfavorable earnings. Sugar Trust 
and the specialties generally were extremely 
quiet. There was little participation by the 
foreign element, and traders in Americans 
in London seem disposed to wait for the 
course of affairs here. 

The various failures which occurred through- 
out the country have little effect upon the 
market. Indeed, they are regarded as mere 
results of the recent panic. Money has 
been fairly plentful and easy in Wall 
street during the week, and there has been 
some relaxation of the extreme stringency in 
regard to time loans. The arrival of $2,000,- 
000 of gold from Europe had a good effe 
although exchange rates are again at a figure 
which prevents further importation. Agamst 
this must be sent the fact that the West cen- 
tinues to draw funds away from New York, 
and consequently there is some apprehension 
lest money rates under the influence of the 
changes and disbursements around Jan. 1 
should undergo another sharp flurry. + 

The principal subject of discussion in the 
street was the conference of the Western rail- 
road Presidents and the chances of carrying 
the plan fgr improving the railroad situation 
into successful 1 The ratification of 
the proposed p and the n of 
representatives to the Board of Control have 
been carried out by the directors of the 
Missouri Pacific, Northern Pacific, Illinois 
Central, and Northwestern roads, while other 
companies are ex to follow. Whether 
the refusal of the Alton to enter the associa- 
tion or the position of the Stickney system 
will render the plan unavailing cannot be ful- 
ly determined. The general feeling, however, 
is that the increasing tonnage at present in 
view is having considerable effect, and will, 
r considerations, render rail- 
road managers anxious to carry out arrange- 
ments which promise to sustain rates and re- 
duce expenditures. 


FIXING UP ARGENTINE’S FINANCES. 


The Government Willing to Accept the Pro- 
posals of the London Meeting. 

Lonpon, Dec. 20.—The Times in its financial 
article says that reliable private advices state 
that the Argentine Government is inclined to 
accept the London proposals for the con- 
version of the cedulas, arranged for by the 
issue of $150,000,000 worth of 5 per cent gold 
bonds, guaranteed unconditionally and di- 
rectly, both principal and interest, by the 
Province of Buenos Ayres, but not 
bearing interest till April, 1894. By this plan 
the cedulas are placed in two groups. The 
first group of 60,000,000 will receive 5734 per 
cent in the new bonds in conversion, and the 
second group of 240,000,000 will receive only 
48 3-10 per cent. The Times says it considers

DIRECTORS CHARGED WITH FRAUD, 


A Receiver for the Northwest Fire and 
Marine Insurance Company Asked For, 
PokrLaxp, Ore., Dec. 19.—In the United 

States Court today C. R. Barnett, a citizen of 
Kentucky, filed a petition for the appointment 
of a receiter for the Northwest Fire and 
Marine Insurance company, incorporated 
under the laws of Oregon with a capital stock 
of $500,000. Oct. 20 the Board of Directors 
levied an assessment of 50 per cent on the 
stockholders. This assessment the petitioner 
is unwilling to pay, alleging that the company 
is insolvent and has maintained false accounts 
and statements. This allegation the board 
dedies, claiming the assets to be over $150,000 
in excess of the liabilities.. Judge Deady re-

TWO OF STANLEY’S COMPANIONS HERE. 


Lieuts. Jephson and Aide Seeking Recrea- 
tion after African Fatigues, 

Lieuts. A. I. M. Jephson and Hamilton 

Aide, who accompanied Henry M. Stanley on 

his last expedition through Africa for the res- 


cue of Emin Bey, are at the Auditorium Ho- 


tel. Lieut. Jephson is a handsome, well-knit, 
medium-sized man of about 28 years, with an 
English manner of speech which three years 


in Darkest Africa and a varieiy of equa- 


torial negro dialects could not modify. He is 
an entertaining conversationalist, modest and 
unassuming, and of a disposition 80 
kind and manly that he has 
few harsh epithets for those who 
denounee both him and his leader. He told 
in a quiet way, in answer to questions, the 
dangers, trials, and sufferings he and his com- 
panions had undergone, and attributed the 
survival of himself andi others to strong con- 
stitutions and the resolute purpose and hope 
which their mission inspired, All England, 
he says, was ashamed of the position in which 
Emin Bey had been p , and it looked 
upon them to rescue him at all hazards. He 
comes to this country for rest and sight-seeing, 
and to recover the strength which the ener- 
vating climate of Africa and the hardshi 
undergone there had sapped. 
Of the tribes and people of the portions of 
Africa which he had traversed and of their 
habits, customs, and peculiarities he was 
happy and terse in description, Of the race 
of dwarfs whom Stanley seems to so much ad- 
mire he thinks but little. They are nomadic 
in their habits, live by hunting, tradmg with 
more civilized communities, and on fruits of 
the forest, and are pugnacious, but never open 
in their attacks and warfare. The men are 
less than four feet in height, with negro feat- 
ures, but lighter in color, Portions of the 
country he traveled he describes as most 
beautiful and fertile and some districts 
actually smell of cattle, their num- 
bers are so great. In elevated places 
near the banks of the great lake Albert Nyan- 
za, and in equatorial regions, he found the 
nights so — that to sleep under blankets 
was not only a comfort but a necessity. Of 
Emin Bey his descriptions and recollections 
are sometimes admiring and sometimes laugh- 
able. Once the Pasha, who is an ardent stu- 
dent and scientist, was dilating upon the 
greatness and profound learning of a modern 
German philosopher, and, when asked by the 
Lieutenant wherein his greatness and pro- 
fundity consisted, Emin replied: - ‘*‘ Why, he 
is a most wonderful man ; he has written a work 
in seven large volumes on the parasites which 
But of Emin Bey’s stability of 
character and pu he has a rather poor 
opinion. Calling himself a Mohammedan 
when he is a Christian, if anything, and being 
thoroughly versed in the religious and i 
habits and language of the Arabs and know- 
ing many tribal dialects, he could wield almost 
unlimited iufluence and coer did he 
stability of mind. But Emin is vacillating.

The Mafia Make Demands That Are Not 
Granted—Duffy Found Guilty. 

New Orizans, La., Dec. 19.—[Special. }— 
The attorneys for the Mafia today filed a mo- 
tion for subpceenas summoning Foreman 
Walmsley and Mr. Hernsheim of the grand 
jury, also members of the Committee of 
Fifty, and for Mayor Shakspeare and others 
concerned with the committee in the investi- 
gation of the Italian Mafia outr The 
committee’s proceedings have heretofore been 
strictly secret, this being ge cg Ca protect 
persons giving information. The lawyers for 
the prisoners, therefore, asked also for 
subpoenas duces tecum for min- 
utes, records, oaths, and vouchers of 
the committee, and for all affidavits referring 
to the accused made before Recorder Bringier. 
The court refused to order the production of 
the records of the committee, but granted the 
other requests. The grand jury today indicted 
Antonio Patorno, the ex-Alderman and brother 
of Charles Patorno, one of the Italians e 
with the assassination of the late Chief of 
Police. The offense charged is assaul 
with intent to kill his brother, 2 ‘ 
Patorno, last Sunday at a meeting of an 
Italian military socety. 1 

Thomas Duffy, the newsboy who shot An- 
tonio Scaffedi, was tried today. The char 
was shooting with intent to kill. . The only de- 
fense was insanity. The jury. after bemg out 
five hours, returned a verdict of guilty of 
wounding, and recommended the prisoner to 
the court’s mercy.

SOLDIERS HELPED HIM TO ESCAPE. 


Dec Bolton, a Murderer, Makes His Exit 
from a Mexican Jail. 

Ex Paso, Tex., Dec. 19.— Doc Bolton, who 
has been in jail at Juarez since last April for 
the killing of J. H. Cavitt, escaped from con- 
finement yesterday evening and is now on 
American soil. 

Both Cavitt and Bolton were wealthy cattle- 
men, owning extensive interests in Mexico. 
They had been partners and some misunder- 
standing arose concerni money matters 
which involved the two in difficulties, and 


finally ended in Bolton’s shooting Cavitt in | 


the main street at Juarez. © 

Bolton was placed in the jail in_ the city. 
Since that time he enjoyed the full liberty of 
the yard, being allowed to walk about and re- 
ceive visitors, | 

Yesterday was the usual visitors’ day and a 
great many called upon him. Among them 
were a large number of American soldiers, 
some of whom came on foot and others ina 
carriage. They went out ingly and in pairs 
and it is positively known that Bolton, dis- 
guised in an army coat and a false mustache, 
walked out of jail, entered a carriage, and was 
immediately driven to this city.

BENTLEY IS IN JAIL ANYHOW. 


Whether an Abused Man or Col. Thomp- 


son’s Murderous Assailant, There He Is. 

According to the story of James Bentley, 
now in jail charged with an assault with intent 
to kill Col. William Hale Thompson, Bentley 
is a much-abused person. According to Col. 
Thompson, Bentley is an assassin and a black- 
mailer, There is a woman in the case. 

The afternoon of Nov. 29 Col. Thompson 
was sitting in A. O. Slaughter’s office on the 
ground floor of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building. The street door opened and 
& man en and hurled a three-pound 
tile at the Colonel’s head. An edge of the 
missile struck a railing and Col. Thompson did 
not catch the full force of the blow. He 
caught part of it, however, back of the ear. 
The Colonel declares James Bentley is his as- 
sailant. Bentley was indicted by the grand 
jury, and since he has been in jail Mr. 
oe el and two other witnesses have iden- 
tified Bentley as the man who threw the tiling 
and ran. 

The trouble, according to Col. Thompson, 
began by Bentley telling him a woman tenant 
in one of the Colonel’s flats was a bad charac- 
ter. Col. Thompson says he made Bentley sit 
down and wait till the woman came, when 
Bentley repeated his charge and got in return 
a shower of blows over the head from the 
woman’s umbrella. Bentley,“ continued 
Col. Thompson, “ drew a knife, but I told him 
if he u it I would knock him down. He 
uttered threats and I threw him out of the of- 
fice. After that I understood he was going 
about saying that he would kill me, but I paid 
no attention to the reports. A month later he 
attacked me in A. O. Slaughter’s office, 
and I had him indicted and put in 
jail. I did not even know the name of the 
woman who was a tenant in the flat under my 
control and never entered her premises save 
once when I went to see about some repairs. 
As I understand the woman in question was 
about to start some little business, and on 
Bentley’s statement that he was a newspaper 
man she ve him $25 for advertising pur- 
poses. en my tenant complained at the 
office where Bentley was employed that the 
advertisement did not appear, and he was 
discharged.”’ 

have been arrested and put in here, 
said Bentley, without a hearing, and my 
bail has been so increased that I can’t get out. 
I don’t know where Slaughter’s office is, and I 
never threw anything at Thompson’s head. 
He has been here since my arrest and taunted 
me through the bars, saying he had me now 
where he wanted meand would railroad me 
to the penitentiary. Last summer I met the 
woman in the case. I went to her rooms with 
a friend of mine and played cards with her and 
a visitor whom she called Hale when addressing 
him and introduced to me as Mr. Thompson. 
She said she wanted to start an intelligence 
office and asked Col. Thompson to give her 
$25. He replied that he needed all his money 
for his business. She asked me fora like 
amount and I jocosely said, ‘I am good for 
that amount.’ From that time out she dunned 
me for it and by telling a cock-and-bull story 
secured my discharge from two places. After 
that I went to Thompson’s otfice and told him 
what sort of a woman she was. He sent for 
her and held me while she clubbed me with an 
umbrella. He then threw me down-stairs. 1 
kept quiet after the assault in Thompson’s of- 
fice because I knew that to cause his arrest 
would bring publicity, which I shunned, as I 
have a wife and four children.“

G. Wharton James Lectures to a Large 
Audience on Eastern Lands, 

Under the auspices of the Free Kinder- 
garten Association of this city a lecture, 
which was enjoyed by a large and cultivated 
audience, was delivered at Central Music- 
Hall last night. The lecturer was G. 
Wharton James, who was introduced 
to the audience by the Rev. Dr. Barrows 
as an Englishman by birth and an American 
by choice, who by taste and preference would 
make Chicago his future home.

These are good places, the term 
of office being ten years and: the pay $8,000 
annually—a thousand dollars more than that 
ofa Cook County Judge, and but $2,000 less 
than that of the Justices of the United States 
Supreme Court. ä | 
Of these appointees one is an undertaker 
and the other has been clerk, saloonkeeper, 
and Alderman. It is not pretended that either 
of them is fit to act as Justice, Why, then, 
should such men be appointed? Simply for 
the purpose of paying off election debts. Dur- 
ing the late municipal campaign the saloon-

THE KEAN FAILURE. | 
The failure of S. A. Kean is widely under- 
stood to be that of a banker who was transact- 
mg a business in bonds. This isa mistake. 
The gentleman should rather be described as 
a bond broker who did so much of a banking 
business as is comprised’ inthe taking of 
money from depositors and using at least a 
part of it in the handling of bonds. In bank- 
ing circles he had not for several years been 
regarded as entitled to a place in the ranks 
of the fraternity, and not only for this reason 
but because it was believed his capital was in- 
sufficient in amount to give proper security to 
those who placed their cash inhis keeping 
that it would be returned to them when called 
for. It is an open secret that his checks had 
for a long time past been viewed with distrust 
by more than one banker and handled by them 
with the most extreme care when necessary to 
handle them at all. | 
In this respect his conduct of affairs can- 
not but betermed highly reprehensible. Acting 
as a private banker his methods were not sub- 
jected to the scrutiny and surrounded by the 
safeguards which protect those who patronize 
the National or State bank, and it was only 
those who knew him as a borrower who could 
be said to know him at all. Unfortunately 
for the people who confided their funds to 
his care their position on the gther side of 
his accounts was such as to preclude such 
knowledge, except as a matter of accident. 
By most if not all of them he was regarded as 
a capitalist abundantly able to honor all de- 
mands upon him, and it is understood that not 
a few looked on him as a rock” in whose 
keeping their money was really safer than it 
would be in tho ordinary bank, the deppsit 
being with him a debt of honor as well as a 
legal one. If it could be proven that he made 
active representations to that effect he would 
be open to prosecution as having run a confi- 
dence game on a large scale. No such proof 
being forthcoming the depositors must be said 
to have deluded themselves or one another, 
but the outcome is none the less a pitiable 
one in its public aspect. | 
Some well-informed people think the pecun- 
iary deficit cannot be nearly so great as has 
been represented. They think this in spite of 
the remark by a lawyer in the case that he 
could not see how the depositors will get 
more than 25 cents on the dollar. It is asver- 
tained that the banking part of the busi- 
ness could have been straightened up, at least 
for the nonce, with an addition of only $100,- 
000, and that if such an amount had been se- 
cured by friends certain bankers would have 
assumed the responsibility of tiding it oper. 
But they insisted that ono condition to assist- 
ance should be a winding up of the deposit 
feature as soon as practicable, and possibly 
that was the reason why named friends of Mr. 
Kean hesitated till it was too late to come to the 
rescue. It is hardly possible to believe that 
there is a total loss or anything like that on 
the $1,000,000 or so said to be owing on mu- 
nicipal and other corporate bonds, It should 
be possible to realize on them for most if not 
all ofethe cash borrowed, but when this can 
be done depends on the state of the money 
market. When stringency is the rule, as now, 
there is little money to lend on bonds 
‘a low rate of interest, while if the market 
should become an easy one, as some expect it 
will immediately after January disbursements 
have been made, there ought to be little 
trouble in placing the whole of them. Hence 
there is some reason to hope the loss will not 
be so heavy as reported unless the assets be 
lavishly expended in legal processes. But in 
any event it 1s best that the affairs of the con- 
cern be wound up. It was the reverse ofa 
sound institution, and, like a defective boiler, 
liable to burst at any moment, That fact is so

HE CANNOT OR WILL NOT UNDERSTAND 
BLAINE’S RECIPROCITY. ~¢ 
At a meeting of a Chicago club night before 
last, where protection and reciprocity were 
the subjects to be discussed, one of the speak- 
ers said: 


Finally Mr. Blaine appears—or rather he re- 
appears—shrewder than Mr. McKinley. He sees 
both the exhausted market and the exhausted 
people. He proposes reciprocity. Will protec- 


tion adopt it? It is lost whether it does or not. 


Reciprocity sounds well. In fact,,it is illogical, 
not overmoral, seemingly oppressive in its effect. 


‘| utterly superticial, hopelessly impossible, and, 


to this expanding Nation petty beyond measure, 
When we quit our isolation and admit the neces- 


¥ sity for free trade with a few nations we give up 


all that has made the protective policy an intel- 
lectual proposition. 

This person, like other advocates of free 
trade with England, appears to suffer from 
some curious mental limitation which makes 
it impossible for him to see the difference be- 
tween reciprocity with Europe and South 
America. He seems to proceed on the as- 
sumption that if it is well for the United 
States to reciprocate with one country neces- 
sarily it must be well for it to reciprocate with 
any other country. 7 

There is not one of these friends of repi- 
procity with England who can or will see the 
difference between reciprocity with nations 
whose products do.not and cannot compete 
with those of this country and reciprocity 
with nations whose products compete sharply. 
There is no surrender of the principle of pro- 
tection when the rubber of Brazil is admitted 
into this country duty free, for it is impossi- 
ble for the United States to produce that gum 
or anything which will serve as a substitute 
for it. It is and will be always for the inter- 
est of everybody to have rubber at the lowest 
possible price. What is true of that article is 
true equally of coffee, spices, and similar 
tropical products. 

But the protective principle would be sur- 
rendered if the manufactures of England and 
the Continent were to be let in free of duty. 
Reciprocity of that kind would hit at every 
American manufacturer and the men who 
work for him. It would bring them into im- 
mediate competition with the cheaper wage 
scale of Europe. It would compel the Amer 
ican manufacturer either to go out of business 
or to get the consent of his men to work for 
lower wages, neither of which consequences 
could follow if the articles admitted duty free 
did not compete—were such as rubber, for in- 
stance, 

Mr. Blaine’s policy is: Reciprocity where 
there is no competition; no reciprocity where 
there is competition. His free-trade critics, 
through ignorance or design, omit all refer- 
ence to the no competition with which he 
qualifies reciprocity, and say: Mr. Blaine is 
in favor of réciprocity with Latin-America. 
But if it is a good idea to reciprocate with 
that part of the world, why not with every 
other part? And they proceed to dilate on 
the beauties of reciprocity with England—al- 
ways England. 

Can it be that the reason why Mr. Blaine’s 
proposition never is stated correctly by free- 
traders is that they doubt their ability to con- 
trovert successfully its truth? It is certain 
that from Congressman Mills down to the 
local orators on the subject, notone of them 
has dealt fairly with the question of reciproc- 
ity. Not one of them has met the assertion 
that reciprocity while beneficial in one case 
may be harmful in another, 

If Mr. Mills and his associates were to meet 
the issue fairly and squarely it would be neces- 
sary forthem to explain to the workingmen 
that while reciprocity with Latin-America 
could not possibly lower their wages, reci- 
procity with Europe in competitive products 
would force déwn inevitably the wage scale 
of this country and lower its workingmen to 
the status of their foreign competitors. It is 
not deemed expedient to tell these things to 
men whose votes the Democratic party is try- 
ing to get, and hence this persistent misrepre- 
sentation of reciprocity and this dodying of 
the questions involved in it. 


RAILROAD AGREEMENTS, 

The aim of the latest attempt at railroad 
combination is said by its friends to be not 
the raising of rates for transportation above 
their present level, but the saving of immense 
sums in tho two important items of rebates 
and unnecessary expense of conducting the 
business. How much of opportunity there is 
for the latter may be inferred from the follow- 
ing statement: The total amount of business 
involved in the transcontinental trade is about 
$25,000,000, of which one-half refers to Cali- 
fornia and the other half to the Northwest Pa- 
cific coast. The gross amount of the busi- 
ness collected by the Eastern agents this yéar 
has not equaled their salaries and office ex- 
penses. Under Mr. Gould’s plan these com- 
petitive transcontinental agencies will be 
merged or abolished altogether.”’ 

The through business across the continent 
is the most expensive in proportion to its 
amount of any in the United States, but it 
cannot be denied that a great deal of money 
is worse than wasted in needless competition 
all over the country. 
and there is reason to believe the diversions 
they accomplish are mostly by dint of conces- 
sions which are denied to the great mass of 


shippers. They are thus directly demoraliz- 


ing to business, doubly diminish the net reve- 
nues of the lines, and do not add materially 
to the total of freight carried, while little 
good is done to any one line in the long ‘run, 
as a temporary ad vantage gained is sure to be 
met by a compensative cut in arother direc- 
tion. In fact, it is understood that a great 
part of the cost of conducting not a few of 
the departments is in the shape of pay for de- 
tective work in watching the rest and endeav- 
oring to find out what they are doing in the 
way of cuts and rebates to divert business. 
This is equally true in the passenger as in the 
freight department, and the consequence is a 
heavy subtraction from the gross receipts to 
pay for work that ought to be extraneous and 
sloughed off as not only useless but harmful. 

Few will deny that it is highly desirable to 
abolish this mischievous feature of the busi- 
ness, if possible without the use of means 
wrong in themselves because calculated to 
work otherwise to the detriment of the public. 
And here comes in the element of anxiety in 
regard to the proposed combination. As a 
matter of policy it is condemned by the law as 
menacing the public weal, and the people are 
afraid that in practice it would prove an en- 
gine of oppression more cruel than any yet 
experienced. If the reform could be effected 
by a mutual agreement to lop off these need- 
less arms of the service, and act in har- 
mony without combination, there would 
be little objection #6. it, but it is not like- 
ly the present movement will be inter- 
preted by the people otherwise than as 
one dangerous to them and to be resisted at 
all hazards. The people of the West may be 
expected to have something to say about it 
this winter, and, judging from their recent ute 
terances, the expression will be couched in no 
uncertain language. How far they may be 
able to prevail is another question. If Jay 
Gould is really in earnest, and they think he 
is, the Granger element would have a wily and

powerful foe to meet in such a conflict. It is 
estimated that about 68,900 miles of railroad 
lying west of Chicago and the Mississippi, 
being nearly all in that division of the country 
and 48 per cent of the total mileage of the 
United States, are controlled by only ten inter- 
ests. Of these at least three are dominated by 
Gould, and it is pretty hard to tell about the 
remainder. It may be thought from recent 
indications that he has most of them pretty 
well at his beck, if not under his thumb. If 
there be a fight it will be a contest between a 
Titan on the one side and a Briareus on the 
other, with not only the people of this coun- 
try but the whole of the civilized world for a 
deeply interested spectator of the fray. 


LISTEN TO THE FARMERS. 

The tariff plank of the platform of the 
Farmers’ Alliance contains the following sen- 
tence: ; 

We further demand a removal of the existing 
heavy tariff tax from the necessaries of life that 
the poor of our land must have. 

„Existing heavy tariff and “ McKinley 
bill“ are interconvertible terms. This clause 
was put in the platform at the special request 
of the Alliance) members from Kansas and 
other Western States who repudiated the in- 
creased duties of the McKinley bill at the late 
election, and who intend to keep on repudiat- 
ing them till they have been wiped out. 

Those Republican Congressmen whose 
watchword is The McKinley bill or death” 
ought to pay some little attention to such facts 
as these, which seem to indicate that death is 
not an alternative but a conclusion. Nearly 
all the Western Alliance men were Republic- 
ans. They stood by that party manfully and 
gave it the immense majorities in the West 
which more than offset Eastern and Southern 
losses. They have been the.mainstay and the 
backbone of the party. They are demanding 
now“ a removal of the existing heavy tariff 
tax from the necessaries of life that the poor 
must have.“ — 

What does that mean? It means that they 
wish the repeal of the high duties on woolen 
clothing, on blankets, cotton and linen goods, 
tinware, cutlery, glass, and a number of other 
articles which are in common use, They are 
iu earnest in their demands, just as earnest 
as they have been in the past in their devo- 
tion to the Republican party. They are slow 
to move. It takes them a long time to make 
up their minds, but when they do make up 
their minds one might as well argue witha 
granite cliff as with them. They are ready to 
return to the party of their old love, but not 
till they get what they ask for. And the longer 
they stay away, and the more they become 
accustomed to the new house they are dwelling 
in, the harder it will beſto get them back.

SENATOR-ELECT BRICE’S ELIGIBILITY. 

The question of the-eligibility of Calvin 8. 
Brice, Senator-elect from Ohio, has become a 
serious one. The evidence of the census, from 
which he cannot appeal, has established the 
fact beyond question that he is not a resident 
of Lima, O., but of New York City. The record 
of the census shows that he was enumerated 
in New York. When this was announced pub. 
licly Mr. Brice publicly denied it and claimed 
that he had been enumerated in Lima, O. The 
New York enumeration, made June 6, 1890, 
by James Watson, sets forth the following in- 
formation under the appropriate headings: 

Number of families in this dwellihg-house, one; 
number of persons in this family, fourteen. 

Calvin S. Brice, U. S. soldier, head of the fam- 
ily, 44 years old, born in. Ohio, lawyer, can read, 
write, and speak English. 

Catherine Brice, wife, born in Ohio. 

Stewart M. Brice, son, 19 years old, single, stu- 
dent. 

Helen O. Brice, daughter, single, 18 years, stu- 
dent. 

Margaret K. Brice, daughter, single, 17 years, 
student. 

Walter K. Brice, son, 18 years, single, student. 

John L. Brice, son, 12 years, single, student.

Upon the same blank, under, appropriate 
headings, are the names of his seven servants 


and the customary information concerning 


them. As the enumerator could not have fur- 
nished these details, they must have been given 
by Brice himself or by some member of the 
family, and they establish the fact that New 
York City is his place of residence. Brice 
claims, however, that he was enumerated at 
Lima, O., and that his home is in that place. 

The Lima enumeration was made June 7, 
1890, by W. L. Watt. It corresponds with the 
New York enumeration so far as members of 
the family are concerned except that there is 
% a mother-in-law ih the case and that there 
is but one servant instead of seven. What 
makes it clear, however, that Brice had noth- 
ing to do with this enumeration are the facts 
that the places of birthiof the father and mother 
are left blank and that all the questions about 
property are without answer, whereas there 
are no blanks in the New York enumeration. 
It is further stated by the Lima enumerator 
that he obtained the information from the 
mother-in-law, and that some days after the 
enumeration he met Brice, who informed him 
that it was all right and gave him to under- 
stand that he had not been enumerated in New 
York. As corroborative evidence it is said that 
Brice has no private residence, furniture, or 
fixtures in Lima and when visiting there stops 
with the mother-in-law, In addition to this 
cumulative and damaging evidence the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Cincinrati Com- 
mercial-Gazette piles up still further proofs 
as follows: | | 

The more the case is examined the clearer is the 
evidence that Col. Brice is more kinds of a resi- 
dent of New York than any public man who has 
recently been brought before the country. 

In 1882 he was elected a resident member of the 
Manhattan Club, and still remains such. 

In 1883 he was elected a resident member of the 
New York Club, and is a resident member still. 


In 1887 he was elected a resident member of the 
3 Club of New Tork, and is still a mem- 


In this connection it is interesting to note that 
in the New York census schedule he is entered as 
a lawyer, while the Lima enumeration gives his 
occupation as that of a railroad President. 


The proof is conclusive that Brice is a resi- 
dent of the State of New York. Under the 
laws of Ohio he has no legal residence in that 
State and did not have when a Democratic 
Legislature went through the farce of electing 
him. This being the case he is not eligible 
under the laws of Ohio nor under the Consti- 
tution of the United States, which provides: 
No person shall be a Senator who shall not 
have attained to the age of 30 years and béen 
nine years a citizen of the United States, and 
who shall not when elected be an inhabitant of 
that State for which he shall be chosen. Un- 
der these circumstances the least that Calvin

His presence in the United States Senate 
would be a standing insult to the people of 
Ohio and a partisan reflection of the most in- 
decent kind upon the whole country’s regard 
for law and common honesty. If the Demo- 
cratic party ever were troubled with moral 
ideas it also would ask for his resignation 
from the Chairmanship of its National Com- 
mittee, But this is too much to expect. 


RETIREMENT IMPROBALE. 

It will be well to take the numerous an- 
noungements concerning Mr. Gladstone’s al- 
leged intention to retire to private life with 
the usuaiallowance. They doubtless owe their 
origin to disappointed and panicky English 
Liberals who a month ago were confident of 
success at the general election, which must 
take place within the next two years and which 
may take place within ‘six months, but who 
now see only confusion, defeat, and disaster 
ahead. The recent Liberal setback in the 
Nottinghamshire election discourages the weak- 
kneed and gives an excuse to the wavering to 
shift their ground. No doubt, too, a large 
number of Liberals are thoroughly disgusted 
with the Irish question, They would like to 
drop it out of sight, With Mr. Gladstone as 
leader that is impossible. Home rule blocks 
the way in his judgment. The waverers and 
the doubters might not object to Gladstone’s 
withdrawab therefore, but after their first dis- 
appointment wears off they will listen to the 
wise words of the Grand Old Man. If Mr. 
Parnell’s candidate is badly beaten in Kilken- 
ny, and it seems probable that he will be, Mr. 
Gladstone can point to the fact that the sedate 
and sensible portion of the Irish people is true 
to the Liberal alliance. Mr. Parnell will 
shortiy afterwards disappear and homo rule 
will take its old place in the Liberal program, 
at the head. Confidence will be restored in 
the Liberal ranks, During the period of con- 
fusion the Liberals can make headway by 
raising some British issue, disestablishment in 
Wales or free education in England, for in- 
stance. That question can be brought up in 
connection with the pending Tithes bill intro- 
duced by the Tories, which will be discussed 
inthe Commons after the Christmas recess. 
A rallying cry for the Liberals could be based 
on this measure. The Healy-McCarthy fol- 
lowing would doubtless support the Liberals 
through thick and thin on the measure, and 
the old friendly and confidential relations 
could be resumed ‘long before the home rule 
scheme would be ripe for discussion in all its 
details. There is not much danger that Glad- 
stone will quit the field. The announcement 
that Mr. Morley urges him to abandon home 
rule is ridiculous, It was Morley who helped 
to educate the Grand Old Man on this ques- 
tion. 


As Jay Goutp is not a Republican Con- 
gressman of the McKinley brand he is not 
ashamed to change his mind. Prior to the 
election Mr. Gould was not. against the Mc- 
Kinley bill He viewed philosophically the 
probable advance in the price of clothing it 
would cause and said: If the tariff on wool 
makes clothing cost moro a person will get 
along with one suit where otherwise he would 
have two.“ But the election has taught him 
that men are not willing to get along with one 
suit where they used to have two. It is too 
much of a drop for them. So he says now: 

The last Congress had no business to put any 
more duties on. It was an error of judgment, and 
has so been pronounced by the people. I believe 
in protection, however, up to a respectable figure ; 
interference with business is seldom a proper 
thing, and the McKinley Tariff bill turned out to 
be an interference, first, in tinkering the tariff 
upward, and next in forcing the business com- 
munity to depart from their regular methods of 
buying what was enough for the time. 

If Gould had his way he would repeal these 
higher duties because he has learned they are 
a blunder, just as he would lower freight rates 
if satisfied people would not pay them, The 
Republican Congressmen cannot do better 
than to do what Gould would under similar 
circumstances and retrace their steps. He 
has no moral scruples against legislation for 
the benefit of mill bosses. He is willing that 
other people should charge the traffic all it 
will bear as he does. But as a clear-sighted, 
non-partisan observer he sees that the busi- 
ness has been overdone in this instance.

Tu weekly report of the Boston wool mar- 
ket says: 

The prices now ruling are comparatively low 
and from 1 cent to 2 cents less than those quoted 
a month or a few weeks ago.

How a Correspondent Suits Up the Situa- 
tion in Kilkenny. 

New York, Dec. 19.— The Times’ correspond- 

ent, now in Kilkenny, cables his paper as fol- 


lows: 

Today I again visited the rural districts, driving 
over thirty-five miles of country. A great change 
was noted from the mob of the city of Kilkenny, 
which latter does not vote. In the country I 
found the rural population to be under the lead- 
ership of priests and ardently apti-Parnellite. 
This curious difference between the city and tlie 
country led me to probe, beneath the surface. 
Was it all an anti-English feeling in the city 
which mastered Parnell’s mobs? I discovered 
that breweries are the principal industries of the 
city, and the brewery work-people the principal 
ingredients of Parnell’s supporters.

Respectable townsmen side with the 
priests, but respectability does not make mobs 
Accordingly, in outward brawling show, the city 
favors Parnell. Among the rural population the 
clergyman is king. The priest is at the head of 
every country K hy controls its working, and 
knows its pivot.. The men, therefore, of the coun- 
try are dead against Parnell, being further influ- 
enced by the fact that every landlord, agent, 
bailiff, emergencyman, and land-grabber is now

My forecast of the situation at Monday’s poll is 
that, allowing thousands of absentations for neu- 
trals, double entries, deaths, and emigration, Hen- 
nessy will recvive 3,000 votes and Scully, the Par- 
nellite candidate, 1,700.

LIEB AS A LIGHTNING CHANGE ARTIST. 


He Had His Jail-Dieting Resolution Recon- 
sidered—Republican- Democratic Treaty, 
Gen. Herman Lieb, County Commissioner 

and Reformer, turned a complete somerset 

at the meeting of the County Board yesterday. 


Gen. Lieb introduced and advocated a resolu- 


tion: providing that the Sheriff shall diet the 
jail prisoners on the requisition plan; that is, 
by making requisition on the County Board 
for provisions which should be cooked at the 
jail by cooks paid by the county and served 
by waiters also at the expense of the county. 
Gen. Lieb advocated his resolution with great 
zeal. He made speeches for it in the board. 
He had himself interviewed in support of it. 
He could not conceive how an honest man 
could oppose his views. He worked so zeal- 
ously for his resolution in favor of the requisi- 
tion plan that it was adopted at the meeting 
last Monday, 10 to 5. 

Yesterday Gen, Lieb himself moved that the 
vote by which his resolution was passed be 
reconsidered. He said that he had come to 
the conclusion that there are two sides to the 
question. He wanted to hear both sides. The 
resolution was accordingly reconsidered. It 
was then on Lieb’s motion referred to the Pub- 
lic Service Committee. | 

When it was called up before that body later 
on action on it was postponed on the motion 
of Gen. Lieb. The colleagues of the gentle- 
man who introduced and urged the resolution 
were surprised. They asked what Lieb 
meant, what had brought about the change. 
But nd one could answer. Lieb was as silent 
and mysterious as the sphinx.

YOUNGER GANG DISCOVERED,

The Famous Outlaws Had an Underground 
Rendezvous in Nicollet County Which 
Could Accommodate Thirty, Men and 
Twenty Horses—The Place Accidentally 
Stumbled Upon by a Party of Hunters 
Thursday Afternoon—A Letter from 
Frank James. 


Lz Suzvr, Minn., Dec. 19.—[Special.]— 
Great excitement prevails in Le Sueur and 
Nicollet Counties over the discovery in Lake 
Prairie Township, Nicollet County, of the 
subterranean rendezvous of the Younger and. 
James boys and their band of outlaws before 
and after their raid upon the Northfield Bank 
in 1876, in which six men were killed. One of 
the Missouri banditti evidently died in this 
wonderfully constructed home in the earth, as 
his bones were found there. Yesterday after- 
noon a party of young farmers started out on a 
rabbit shooting expedition,and while traversing 
what is known as the Barney Fay ravine from 
its foot or base toward its head one of the 
party stumbled and fell, rolling down an em- 
bankment to the bed of acreek. In attempt- 
ing toscramble back up the bank he discov- 
ered an old weather-beaten door, which was 
held to its place by a couple of pieces of leath- 
er. This door stood partly ajar, opening into 
an apartment as dark as midnight and as 
mysterious as it was dax. 1 

The young man shouted'to his companions, 
who promptly responded, and after carefully 
surveying the exterior of the mysterious prem- 
ises a lantern was sent for and a thorough ex- 
ploration of the interior was commenced. 
The first apartment entered was a common 
dugout only about 8 feet square, and had 
seemingly been used asa sort of anteroom,

The Asheville Convention Takes Steps to 

Build Up the South, 
Asurviuxz, N. C., Dec. 19.—The last day of 
the Inter-State Immigration Convention was a 

busy one, Gen. R. B. Vance and W. C. 
Wilson, both of North Carolina, offered a 
resolution declaring it to be the sense of the 
convention that a proper observance of the 
Sabbath requires the closing of the Columbian 
World’s Fair Exposition on the Sabbath.

TO DEVELOP THE WATER SUPPLY. 


Mayor Cregier Presents a Plan to the Coun- 
cil Finance Committee, : 

Two important subjects engaged the atten- 
tion of the Council Finance Committee yester- 
day. ‘The Mayor as acting commissioner sent 
in along communication in reference to the 
development of the water-supply system of 
the city. The plan as outlined involves an ex- 
penditure of $3,000,000, and embraces a proj- 
ect fora new six-foot tunnel for the Lake- 
Hyde Park region, new pumping stations at 


Western avenue and Forty-seventh street, and 


other points. The communication was 80 
long and technical in its language that the 
Aldermen did not fully understand it, and it 
was laid over for consideration at some time 
when the Mayor could be present to explain 
himself. 

Then came the. question of damages for the 
construction of the Western avenue and Ash- 
land avenue viaducts. It appears that $117,000 
in judgments has been entered against the 
city on account of those viaducts. About 
$60,000 in claims is outstanding. The $117,000 
bears interest at 6 per cent, which the city has 
to pay. The railroads spanned by the via- 
ducts, the Milwaukee and St. Paul, the North- 
western, and the Pan-Handle, will have to pay 
eventually, but they will put off payment as 
long as possible.

TO BE A THROUGH STREET FROM LEAV- 
ITT TO LINCOLN PARK. 


Judge Collins Denies the Injunction Prayed 
For Against the City by the Chicago 
Anderson Pressed- Brick Company — Pe- 
culiar Case of Christopf vs. Clohessy— 
Mrs. Hetty Green and Sec. 21 Bob Up 
Again—Legal Notes—The Court Record. 


* & result of a decision rendered by Judge 
Uins yesterday in favor of the city, Webster 
avenue will soon be a through street from Leavitt 
street to Lincoln Park. 

The contest took place in a bill filed by the Chi- 
cago Anderson Pressed Brick company to enjoin 

City of Chicago from taking possession of a 
strip of land, 33 feet in width and 555 feet in 
length, on the north side of Webster avenue, be- 
ginning at Elston avenue and running east to the 
2 of the Chicago and Northwestern railway. 
In 1874 A. N. Fullerton subdivided thirty-five 
acres of ground, bounded on the south by Web- 
ster avenue, on the west by Robey street, east by 
the river, and the north boundary line extended 
in Lake View. Thirty-three feet of Webster ave- 
nue was dedicated to the city for a street, as was 
also other property. 

The Anderson company purchased in 1881 the 
lots abutting the strip in question, and con- 
structed its works and assumed to take possession 
of the thirty-three feet. Gates were placed by 
the company at Elston avenue and the railroad 
tracks, and thus the public was prevented from 
crossing the river at that point. Complaint was 
made to the Street Department and the company 
was directed to remove the obstructions. 

In 1884 the Cit Council passed an ordinance to 
open and extend Webster avenue from Elston av- 
enue to the river, and condemnation suits were 
begun to take thirty-three feet possessed by the 
Anderson company from Elston avenue to 
the railroad tracks, to make a sixty-six foot street, 
and also to condemn sixty-six feet from the tracks 
to the river. The brick r filed a deed of 
vacation in 1887, declaring that the city had for- 
feited its rights to the thirty-three feet by reason 
of not accepting the dedication. It was claimed 

y the company that if the city was allowed to 
take the land its business would be damaged 
about $300,000 a year. : 

Judge Collins held that the Anderson Brick 
company could not maintainits bill. The strip 
was properly dedicated às a street and was ac- 
cepted as such bythe city, which bad never lost 
its rights to possession. his was conclusive by 
the fact that the city had accepted other streets 
in Fullerton’s addition, andthe deed filed by the 
company did not amount to a vacation. Property- 
owners had a right to the opening and the injunc- 
tion to prevent the city from improving the street 
was denied. 


Peculiar Injunction, 

Judge Shepard issued a queer injunction ina 
queer case yesterday. On the application of the 
E. G. Christopf Lithographing company, the court 
entered a restraining order against L. C. Clohessy 
or any member of the firm of Clohessy & Co. from 
bedaubing the signs at the entrance of the build- 
ing at the southwest corntr of Wabash avenue 
and Randolph street with tobacco juice. 

The lithographing company represent in their 
bill of complaint that they are the lessees of the 
third, fourth, and fifth floors, and that they sub- 
let the third floor to the defendants, and tne lease 
stipulates that no signs should be put up by Clo- 
hessy & Co. except by consent of the lessor. This

The Great Tidal Wave. 

That the region is particularly volcanic. in 
common with all the western slopes of the Andes, 
is proved by the numerous upheavals that have 
occurred here, The worst of these on record and 
one of the most terrible calamities that ever over- 
took any city, was the great terrimote of Oct. 28, 
1746, which swept the old port of Callao, which 
occupied the projecting point of land to the left. 
with allits inhabitants, excepting one man, into 
the sea. It was on awarm but perfectly calm 
evening, about 10:30 o'clock, when a tremendous 
shock of earthquake shook both Lima and Cal- 
lao, doing a great deal of damage in the former 
city, and in five minutes reducing the latter to a 
mass of ruins. Then a huge wave came rolling 
into the devoted port, engulfing everything and 
ever 1 A 5,000 people perished in the raging 
fi „ waters, which a few minutes before 
had been calm asa mill-pond, suddenly receded 
toa great distance and then rolled back with 
such tremendous force as to sweep not only the 
town and its fortifications and inhabitants out of 


existence, but a score of ships at anchor in the 


harbor were destroyed. Several others were 
borne far inland on the breast of the wave, which 
instantly receding, left them stranded high and 
dry. Oneof these wasthe Spanish man-of-war 
St. Fermin, and the spot where it was stranded. 
between the present Callao and Buena Vista, is 
marked by a small monument.—Callao Letter.

KANSAS FARMERS GIVE UP THE FIGHT. 


Thousands of Settlers in the Western Part 
of the State Deserting Their Homes, 

Sarina, Kas., Dec. 19.—[Special.]—In spite 

of all that has been said about the prosperity 


the frontier are having a harder time than can 
be realized by outsiders. They are compre- 
hending the full meaning of the “ Great 
American Desert, and are upon the verge of 
suffering such as they have never before en 
perienced. The western third of the State 
has for the last three years had short crops— 
indeed almost no crops—and even the casual 
observer cannot fail to note the dire results. 
The eastern and central parts of the State are 
in the flush of prosperity, but their neighbors 
at the foot-hills of the Rockies are giving up 
their claims and wandering eastward. All the 
fall the white-covered wagons have been 
stringing along toward the sunrise, and even 
yet, with the sharp winds of winter singing 
through the canvas covers, they are still on the 
way. 
The season has been a disastrous one, as 
was that of 1889-’90. The corn failed 
entirely, not even nubbins showing on 
the majority of the fields. The wheat 
crop was fair, but the acreage was small. 
The lack of corn made it impossible to fatten 
any stock, and even if this could be done the 
prices are not such as to encourage it. The 
settlers have many of them been struggling 
for six to fifteen years to make the desert 
blossom as the rose, but the lands of the buf- 
falo grass and the coyote are more fit for 
— than for agriculturé, and their efforts 
ve not been successful. 
That many have become discouraged is 
shown by the last census, which shows that the 
population has in the last decade actually de- 
creased in many of the counties. In Rawlins, 
Decatur, Cheyenne, Wichita, and a dozen oth- 
er frontier counties there is remaining but 
barely enough population to keep the county 
in running shape. In Thomas County there 
is said to be less than 100 families, and in 
Rawlins only thirty-five. In both these were 
flourishing towns and hamlets two years ago. 
Relief is asked by those remaining. and 
solicitors are out all over the State gathering 
up the old clothing and extra provisions that 
can be spared. A camper who passed through 
here from Phillips County today told a pitiful 
tale of the sufferings he and his family had un- 
dergone this fall. He said they lived on corn- 
mealand beans kept over from last year, 
and burned “buffalo chips” to keep them- 
selves warm. He had been during the summer 


ployed on the irrigating ditches of Southern 
Colorado, but they were cheated out of their 
pay and returned home to find the farm un- 
productive and the wives and little ones in 
need, Their cattle could hardly be given 
away, good cows selling for $5 and $6, while 
their horses were almost too poor even to drag 
themselves from the country. The claims had 
been mortgaged long ago to Eastern com- 
panies for more than they were now worth 
and together with his neighbors he had 
packed his few belongings into a prairie 
schooner and started for the East. He hoped 
to get as far as Southern Illinois before Jan- 
uary and he certainly would never return. 
Seventeen wagon-loads of his neighbors ac. 
companied him and all told the same story. 
They said that those who remained through a 
blind faith in ultimate success or because too 

r to get away would have a hard time. 

ey had little to eat and less to burn and 
wear. Some of the men of the party had been 
in Western Kansas since 1873 and seen all the 
vicissitudes of seventeen years, including the 
grasshoppers and hot winds. They said that 
the loan companies held the majority of the 
land or would eventually do so, as the rascally 
agents had manipulated loans with reckless 
prodigality during the boom times for the 
sake of the commissions. 

A farmer from Rooks County says: “The 
people of Western Kansas no longer try to 
conceal the fact that many have left that sec- 
tion. have already gone, and many 
more are preparing to leave. There is no 
other way. Over 3,000 have left Rooks County 
alone. 
to get away. For miles over the prairies one 
can see nothing but tenantless cabins and 
abandoned farm machinery.”’ 

_The Government has been petitioned for 
aid, and it is expected that Senator Piumb’s 
bill to furnish seed and money for the suffer- 
ing will be acted on soon.

Covers the Winter Wheat—Hessian Fly 


Winter Wheat Belt—Deliveries from 
Farmers Light—Little New Corn in Crib 
at Railroad Stations—Old Corn Well 
Cleaned Up. 

My report to Tax Catcaco Trisuns thirty 
days ago left the Northwest and Southwest in 
excellent condition so far as the weather was 
concerned. The deficiency of moisture which 
had so perceptibly reduced both the quantity 
and thé quality of our corn crop was being grad- 
ually made up. There were then no signs or 
indications of an early winter. There was 
very little frost in the ground and our country 
roads were in excellent condition. 

The month of December has been an ex- 
ceptienally fine month also, and while storms 
of rain and snow have been the order of the 
day in the East the Mississippi Valley has ex- 
perienced a period of dry, cool weather and a 
general absence of both, rain and snow. 


Winter Wheat. 

All things considered, I do not think that 
the general conditions of the winter-wheat 
crop are as favorable as they were thirty days 
ago. Or, in other words, as at the date of my 
last report. I base this statement on these 
facts: The weather has been trying. We 
have had little snow or rain. What has fallen 
has been of little depth and the farther west- 
ward we go the drier we find it. The Hessian 
fly still maintains a strong hold, particularly 
in the early sown wheat in some portions of 
Michigan, a little in Indiana, more in Central 
and Southern Illinois, and particularly bad in 
Kansas and Missouri. Of course the amount 
of damage or its full extent cannot be deter- 
mined until the spring opens. 

Last year at this time the growing wheat 
showed no signs of fly at all, but, on the opén- 
ing of spting and as the season advanced, the 
ravages of this insect became more and more 
apparent. To this cause can be very largely

FUNERAL OF GEN. ALFRED H. TERRY. 


The Dead Soldier Laid to Rest at New 
Haven—The Ceremonies. 

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 19.—[Special. |— 
The hero of Fort Fisher, Gen. Alfred H. 
Terry, was today laid away in the oid Grove 
street cemetery.where the remains of so many 
distinguished people sleep. At 12 o’clock 
private services were held at the home of the 
deceased, which were conducted by the Rev. 
Dr. Munger. They were somewhat brief, and 
at cheir conclusion the remains were taken in 
charge by the military guard under command 
of Lieut. Bowen and escorted by the honorary 
pall-bearers, Ex-Gov. Harrison, Ex-Gov. 
ngersoll, Postmaster N. D. Sperry, Henry 
T. Blake, Arthur D. Osborne, John C. Hol- 
lister, Lieut.-Gov. S. E. Merwin, and Francis 
Wag land to the church, which was reached at 
1 o'clock, and were placed in the vesti- 
bule of the edifice, guarded on 
either side by the military detail. 
The coffin was covered with black broadcloth 
with silver trimmings. Eight sergeants from 
the Second Connecticut Regiment carried the 
casket.

Southern Indiana reports that so far there 
are no complaints of damage from any cause 
to the growing crop of winter wheat. 
The snowfall has been very light. Stocks 
of wheat in farmers’ and millers’ hands are 
not large but are ample for current wants. 
Receipts of wheat are very small. 
Central Indiana reports the general condi- 
tion of the growing crop fully as good as at 
this time last year. The general milling busi- 
ness is dull, In Northern Indiana there are 


is very dry. 

The decline in wheat and the fact that tax- 
paying time is over have caused farmers to 
stop deliveries all at once. Some sections of 
the State which two weeks ago were receiving 
5,000 bushels daily are now getting only about 
1,000 bushels a day. 

Northern Ohio reports that the winter wheat 
is looking well; that they have had snow for 
about fifteen days the present month. 
| In Southern Ohio they have been having a 

run of cold weather with mercury 16° to 18° 
„above zero. This has been trying on the 
wheat; just how bad it is too early yet to state. 
Millers are bringing in wheat from Toledo for 
their wants. Farmers will not sell a bushel 
of wheat for less than $1. 

In Southern Michigan the winter so far has 
been very mild. The ground has been fairly 
covered with snow for the last two weeks, and 
as yet there has been no weather to injure it 
in any way. There is some complaint of fly, 
but it is thought there has been but little dam- 
age done from that source. Mills do not hold 
large stocks of wheat, and farmers have mar- 
keted but little since the recent decline in 
prices, 

The above reports comprise the winter 
wheat States east of the Mississippi, and they 
show very little snow; a fairly condition 
with the exeeption that there are more flies in 
the wheat than there were a year ago at this 
time. So far very little snow and very little 
severe, trying weather. 

In Kansas the reports as to the Hessian fly 
are much more widespread than they were a 
month ago, and while there has not been 
probably any very serious damage done, yet 
nevertheless they are showing up to a greater 
or less extent all over the State, and farmers 
are becoming apprehensive as to what they 
may do. There 3 been no rain for nearly a 
month past in Kansas, and no snow this 
winter. The ground froze up in a very dry 
condition, and the hard winds which are of 
frequent occurrence and do so much mischief 
in uncovering the roots of the wheat cause 
anxiety. 

Very few mills in the State have any stocks 

of wheat on hand. They are apparently buy- 
ing from hand to mouth. In Northern Mis- 
souri the reports are very conflicting as to the 
condition of the winter wheat. So far there 
has been no rain this winter and no snow. 
_ In some places the work of the Hessian fly 
is plainly visible. In Southern Missouri the 
country is also very dry, and it is tought the 
dry weather has as much to do with the ap- 
pearance of the wheat today as the fly. The 
1 of the wheat this fall has been small. 
Taking everything into consideration the crop 
is not going into the winter months in as good 
shape as it did last year. 

From Tennessee and Kentucky so far no 
reports of snow this winter. Exceedingly 
— freezes by night, with fair, warm days. 
The general condition of the crop is fully as 
good as last year, though not quite so far ad- 
vanced. There is very little or no wheat in 
first hands. 

Spring Wheat. 

Except the northern tier of Northern Da- 
kota is more moisture in the ground 
than for two years. 

The ground is well frozen with the usual 
amount of frost in it and very generally bare. 
During the last sixty days reserves of wheat 
have been freely marketed, probably closer 
than a year ago. Considerabie winter wheat 
as well as spring wheat is sown in Wisconsin, 
and the fall grain is reported as going into 
winter quarters in excellent condition. This

The magnifl- 
cence of the fountain and its commemorative 
character suggested as its apex and historical 
distinction a statue in bronze, in heroic size 
and attitude, of the discoverer of the country. 
R. H. Park, an American sculptor claiming 
Florence, Italy, as his residence, was given 
the artistic task of molding the figure of the 
great Columbus. But it seems,” said one of 
our sculptors, that he could not receive the 
commission without reflecting on the skill and 
facilities of the bronze-founders of this coun- 
try. e 

In an intervi c with a TM HUN reporter 
Mr. Park said that the statue would be cast in 
Florence, and he added: American toundries 
don’t seem to succeed with bronze castings of 
any size. . . be process of casting big 
statues all in one piece had long been lost, but 
it has been rediscovered. The process is called 
‘cerra perdue.’ [Mr. Park probably meant 
to say eire perdue.“] The other method is the 
sand process, just like that used for stove cast- 
ings, but the joints have to be filed smooth 
and then soldered. In that way the artistic 
touch is lost.“ 

These remarks and others in the interview 
with Mr. Park have given rise to much com- 
ment and criticism amongst our own sculptors 
and bronze-founders in this city and else- 
where. Ihe production of artistic bronze, of 
whatever description, offers many difficulties, 
but most of them have already been overcome, 
and this country is hardly behind Europe in its 
knowledge and appreciation. ; 

Tasta in Bronzes Has Broadened. 

Fifty years ago what were considered artist- 
ic bronzes wouid today, in any city of Europe 
or America, be regarded as abominations. 
Public as well as individual taste has ad- 
vanced, and in the bronze industry, as in all 
other lines where art is concerned, only the 
best of modern work will meet avceptance. 
The revival of the decorators’ art and the re- 
—— of the masterpieces of antiquity 

ave brought about a wonderful revolution in 
taste among all peoples. 

The criticisms of Sculptor Park were copied 
from Tue Trispunk into the Journal of the 
Brotherhood of Machinery Molders of North 
America, when they were read by John H. 
Burns, a machinery molder of the North Side, 
who takes strong exception to them and ad- 
vances a new idea in connection with the busi- 
ness of artistic bronze casting. In a letter to 
Tue Trisune he says: | 

I am an American molder and I can make any 
statue, large or small, that can be made in Italy 
or France, and my process | do not call the cerra 
perdu but the American process. Making bronze 
statues is anew industry inthe United States, and 
it is only a question of time when a good ma- 
chinery alter can go into a bronze foundry and 
make a statue, no matter how complicated—say an 
equestrian statue, and all in one piece, too. It will 
be just as simple to make as any other large piece 
which falls tothe lot of 6ur machinery molder 
every day. I can say positively that I can make 
them any size or any kind, by my process, just as 
cheap and quicker. and allin one piece. It will 
compare favorably with any work turned out in 
any part of Europe. 

Castings Direct from the Model. 

Mr. Burns claims to be able to make bronze 
east ings direct from the artist's model and 
not from its reproduction in plaster, as is now 
the case. When asked how that could be done 
he said that the sculptor would have to make 
his model from materials which he would fur- 
nish and suggest, and not the clay now used 
by sculptors. : 

The 82 being my secret, said 
Mr. Burns, I do not desire, of course, to in- 
dicate its nature, though I may say that in 
part I adopt the wax process. So far my 
process is entirely new to the world. With 
standard bronze metal I can cast any kind of 
a statue much quicker and cheaper than it is 
now done anywhere, and with a perfection 
equal to the best castings of Paris or Flor- 
ence,’ 

Mr. Burns says he would not have to go 
abroad for sand with which to make his ¢ast- 
ings. All bronze foundries now use a sand 
which is got from Fontenay-aux-Roses, a vil- 
lage near Paris; but Mr. Burns says he can 
pick out a sand in Chicago whicn will do just 
as well asthe imported. He further avers 
that he would not need a regular bronze 
foundry in which to do his work, for he knows 
at least oue Chicago iron foundry which would 
suit him for casting any kind of a work of art, 
all in one piece and double life size, if neces- 
sary, even if it should be an equestrian statue. 
Mr. Burns has been thinking about this mat- 
ter for the last fifteen years, but his slender 
means has prevented him from making any 
progress in practical results. He hopes that 
by the World's Fair year he can show the 
merits of his American system for bronze 
castings. 

Chicago Sculptors Criticise Mr. Park. 

“To start with I regard it as charlatanism 
for any scylptor or pretended sculptor to make 
such statements,“ said Leonard Volk, the 
sculptor, ‘‘for 1 know that large and unex- 
celled castings, in stanaard bronze metal, are 
now being made in New York, in Philadel- 
phia, in Chicopee and Ames, Massachusetts, 
and by the American Bronze company at 
Grand Crossing. All of these foundries can 
cast by the wax process in one piece if they 
want to, and just as well as can be done any- 
where in the world. Within the last ten years 
the bronze-casting business has increased here 
greatly, and the best of American sculptors, 
now residingin this country, have all their 
castings done here, They don't find it neces- 
sary tosend to France or the imperial foun- 
dry in Munich, or elsewhere in Eu- 
rope. Sculptors now m this country 
who are practically aliens, though claiming 
American citizenship, and who find it to their 
interests to live nearly all their lives abroad, 
may make it to their advantage to have their 
bronze work done over there; but when they 
come to America hunting up orders it is 
wrong to detract from the merit of bronze- 
workers in this country, when they must 
know, if they are intelligent on the subject, 
that they are saying what is not true. It is a 
mighty selfish thing for them to do in order to 
get a job.“ 

Mr. Taft and Mr. Gelert, two other sculp- 
tors of this city, expressed views similar to 
those of Mr. Voik, and all agreed in the artis- 
tic skill and ability of American bronze- 
founders to do as good work as could 
be done auywhere. hey admit that for 
small pieces and portrait statues the wax 
proce has some advantage, as by it finer 
ines can be produced and ‘less chiseling is re- 
quired. But for all practical and artistic pur- 
poses the sand process is ually effective, 
And in the casting of statues larger than nat-

The coat he had on he put aside, wore it 
again, and the envelope was then opened by acci- 
dent almost and in it was a £1,900 note. wyers 
were consulted, and probably the £1,000 was re- 
turned. Later on, by chance, the name of the 
donor Disraeli learned, an acquaintance was 
formed, and when Mrs. Willyams died Benjamin 
Disraeli found she had bequeathed to him her 
fortune. Allshe askéd was that she might be 
buried alongside of Benjamin Disraeli and his 
wife, and there the three now rest in peace.

TRINIDAD ASPHALT NOT SLIPPERY. 


Volney Foster Thinks Pavements Made of 
It Safer than Belgian Stone, 

The following communication has been re- 
ceived : : 

CaicaGco, Dec. 18.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
In your issue of Dec. 18 the article headed Here 
Is New York’s Experience contains some state- 
ments that need correction. In all cities where 
asphalt pavements have been laid they have met 
with this same objection, the difference between 
arough and a smooth pavement. All smooth 
pavements may be said to be more or less slippery 
in bad weather, that is, when covered witha 
slight coating of mud or frost, notably the best 
class of Belgian stone pavements. Statistics 
taken in London, Paris, Berlin, and New York 
show that a greater number of f occur on the. 
Belgian stone thanon the asphalt pavements 
There is, too, a difference between classes of 
asphalt pavements, andthe article referred to 
is principally directed to the experience on Madi- 
son avenue in New York City laid by the Sicilian 
Asphalt company with rock asphalt pavement. 
The objection of slipperiness has long been urged 
against the rock asphalt and for that reason its 
use was condemned in Washington many years’ 
ago. The experience of the Washington engi- 
neers with these two classes of pavements, rock 
asphalt and Trinidad asphalt, led them to dis- 
card the use of rock asphalt pavements on the 
Weshington streets. The same objection did 
not bold good against the Trinidad asphalt,which 
has given satisfactory results there, and the num- 
ber of falls on Trinidad asphalt has never amounted 
to an objection against it. It must be 
borne in mind adison avenue is only one 
of a number of streets laid in New York City, and 
it is rock asphalt not Trinidad asphalt. Many 
of the lower business streets of New York City— 
namely: Wall, Broad, Nassau, Cedar, Pine, Lex- 
ington avenue, and a great many of the side 
streets, in all amounting to over 300,000 square 
yards, are laid with Trinidad asphalt. On those 
streets the traffic is immense, and yet no com- 
plaint has arisen from this source. One thing 
‘more, horses and drivers need to be educated to 
drive on smooth pavements. They soon get used 
to them, and by the absence of carelessness soon 
overcome all diificulties arising from thesmooth- 
ness of the parenees. There is such a tendency 
to drive recklessly and speedily where the travel is 
easy that the streets are subjected to trials which 
do not occur upon rough and broken streets 
where the actual condition of the street itself 


makes it necessary to drive with greater care and 


less speed. The cities where asphalt pavements 
have been introduced have passed through this 
experience, and stable men and drivers no er 
blame the street but the carelessness of the 
drivers themselves for the accidents that occur. 
In Buffalo, in Washington, in Philadelphia, aad, 
in fact, in all cities where they are accustomed to 
the use of these smooth pavements, we hear no 
complaints Of falling horses. But in every case 
where the rock asphalt and Trinidad asphalt have 
been laid together a marked difference in this re- 
spect has been apparent to all. The rock asphalts 
are dangerous, as has been proven by common 
experience. The Trinidad asphalts are not. 
These are simply facts. which can be verified by 
writing to the engineers of the different cities 
where these pavements are used.
